Aware of what completion of the At- 
lanta Expressway system will mean to 
them, leaders in the suburban areas 
and municipalities of Fulton County 
have given strong endorsement to the 
“Bonds for Progress” on which the coun- 
ty will vote next Tuesday. 

Hapeville, East Point, College Park 
and Fairburn on the south side, Grove 
Park and Bolton on the west have 
expressed approval of the $12,700,000 
bond issue. 

Typical of opinions voiced in these 
areas is that of Johnny Stith, president 
of the East Point Chamber of Com- 
merce. He said contpletion of the Ex- 
pressway system “will help us as much 
as anyone else. We are not selfish. We

Mr. Conway reports that nationwide 
interest in the progress of the South 
has reached an all-time high. In the 
first half of 1952, the organization re- 
ceived inquiries from 956 industrial 
firms seeking facts about possibilities 
for developments here. 

The tragic part of it all is that before 
1941 there was no functioning central 
agency to develop and evaluate the in- 
formation which these firms sought. 
There was little direction or planning 
back of our desire to get ahead. 

We appreciate the fine job this and 
other organizations are now doing in 
promoting the South’s development 
through co-ordinating research material 
about our potentialities.

We Are Becoming 
A ‘Have Not’ Nation 


Those people who would isolate the 
United States within its own borders 
will find little comfort in the report 
of the President’s Material Policy Com- 
mission which has found that the rapid 
consumption of our resources will soon 
make this a “have-not” country. 

After an exhaustive 18-month study 
of American material needs and sup- 
plies over the next 25 years, the commis 
sion found the United States already 
had crossed the great industrial divide 
into the status of a raw materials deficit 
nation. By 1975 we will be importing 
one-fifth of our industrial needs. 

The report provides a challenge and 
an opportunity which fits into current 
American policy of developnient of re- 
sources in poverty-stricken and unde- 
veloped areas of the world. American 
investments now and American co-op- 
eration to keep these resources from 
being swallowed up by Communist 
aggression now are economically sound 
from the long-range standpoint of Amer- 
ican welfare and living standards. 

The commission predicts that need 
for industrial raw materials will -in- 
crease 50 to 60 per cent by 1975 to sup- 
port a doubling of the gross output of 
American industry to an annual rate of 
$566,000,000,000 to care for a popula- 
tion of 193,000,000 and a 20,000,000 in- 
crease in the labor force to 82,000,000— 
figured on the basis of the average an- 
nual increase in the past century. 

It becomes more clear each day that 
the United States is not and can never 
again be self-sufficient and maintain its 
standard of living. In developing mar- 
kets for American goods, we must work 
to develop resources of those nations 
which have the raw materials we need.

Own ‘Sitdown’ 


WASHINGTON—I have always taken in 
good faith the statements of a president 
when he addressed the Congress in joint 
session. On a matter as serious as one 
in which the president addresses Congress, 
I have assumed that the president would not 
say what he didn’t really mean and stand 
back of regardless .of how much opinion

This is especially the case when a presi- 
dent feels so strongly that a matter is of 
such vital concern to the nation that he 

makes a special trip to 
Capitol Hill to speak—a 

# special trip outside of the 
normal and routine times 
of his State of the Union 
and budget messages to 
Congress. 

But it is becoming in- 
creasingly clear that this 
is not the case in the last 
instance in which the 
President came to Capitol 

| Hill. The occasion. was 
the problem of the steel strike—and surely 
the importance and urgency of that mat- 
ter is obvious to all of us. 

What is not clear is whether the Presi- 
dent really meant what he said in his speech 
to Congress on that occasion. 


In clear and explicit words, the President 
asked Congress to give him instructions on 
whether he should invoke the Taft-Hartley 
Act in the steel crisis. On the very same 
day he asked, he received a very clear 
“Yes’’ from the Senate, which adopted af 
amendment to the Defense Production Act. 
The reaction of the House has been the 
same. 

In other words, the President came to 
Congress and asked Congress for instruc- 
tions. He got an answer from Congress— 
but he did not get the answer he wanted. I 
assumed that in asking for such instructions 
the President took the position that he would 
follow the will and the instructions of Con- 
gress regardless of what the answer would be. 


Yet, the President now says that he 
would not be bound by any recommendations 


- of Congress on the invocation of the Taft- 


Hartley Act in the steel] strike. What are 
we to believe—and when are we to take the 
President’s words at good faith? 


I remember four years ago when the 
President campaigned with surprising suc- 
cess on his castigating slogan of that ‘‘do- 
nothing, good-for-nothing 80th Congress.’’ 
At least a part of that slogan can now be 
turned against the President himself. And 
while I certainly would not want to malign 
the President with such appellations, I do 
think that there is some _ justification to 
charging that he is acting like a ‘‘do-noth- 
ing’’ president on the steel strike. 

By doing so he is not helping his coun- 
try—nor his political party.

As Dark Horse? 


WASHINGTON—In considering the possi- 
bility of a deadlock at the coming Demo- 
cratic national convention, the party has 
one dark horse candidate for the presi- 
dential nomination whose chances should 
He is Sen. Paul Douglas 


There are others in the same dark horse 
category, to be sure. Speaker of the House 
Sam Rayburn is one and Vice President 

Alben W. Barkley is an- 
other. Both have strong 
followings which are 
ready to put them for- 
ward at the proper time, 
if the convention shows 
any disposition to. get 
into a prolonged snarl 
over the nomination. 
Their chief handicap is 
that they fall within the 
elder statesmen group, 
pi x both being past 70. 

At 60, Senator Douglas offers a higher 
degree of eligibility, the presidency being 
the strenuous office that it is. He 
about the same age level as the two lead- 
ing rivals for the Republican .nominatibn— 
Gen. Dwight Eisenhower and Sen. Robert 
A. Fart.:: 

But the thing that gives the Illinois 
senator his hidden potential strength as a 
dark horse contender is his close relation- 
ship with the candidacy of Senator Estes 
Kefauver, the tall Tennessean of coonskin 
cap fame. After Gov. Adlai Stevenson of his 
home state announced that he was not a 
candidate for the Democratic nomination, 
Douglas lost no time in aligning himself 
openly with the Kefauver candidacy. He 
has been one of the Tennessee man’s chief 
supporters and advisers since then, cam- 
paigning for him actively in some of the pri- 
mary battles he took on. 

By dint of his efforts, Senator Kefauver 
has amassed one of the largest blocks of 
delegates that will go to the national con- 
vention instructed for any candidate. He is 
expected to poll around 300 votes on the first 
ballot. But most political é@xperts are in- 
clined to agree that he cannot hope to go 
much beyond his first ballot strength. 


Administration forces have never shown . 


any friendliness to the Kefauver bid and 
President Truman, so the reports go, has 
never forgiven the senator for opposing him 
in the opening primary contest in New 
Hampshire, which came along before Mr. 
Truman renounced all third term plans. 
Also the big city bosses in the party have 
always resented the way the Kefauver 
crime investigating committee gave them a 
black eye. No suppor} of his candidacy 
from these quarters can be expected. 
Sen. Richard B. Russell of Georgia will 
contro] another big block of some 300 dele- 
gates.

The question then is where the Kefauver 
delegates are likely to go’after it is shown 
that he has no chance of winning.

If the con- 
vention ever reaches anything approaching 
the deadlock stage, the Kefauver camp, it 
is reasOnable to suppose, will turn to the 
Illinois senator and put his name forward.

Left of Portuguese Plantation System 


RIO DE JANEIRO—The other day I went 
with a Brazilian friend and his family to 
the height of the escarpment which frowns 
down upon Rio. There the Brazilian govern- 
ment has established a magnificent park, 
preserving for all time the look of the land 
as it was known to the early Portuguese. 

There was a little restaurant there where 
we had lunch—a meal, I was told, that was 
typical of the Brazilian countryside in the 
old days before the Bra- 
zilian countryman started 
eating out of cans. It be- 
gan with little glasses of 
some brown liquid, poured 
from a ripe coconut, which 
I thought was a brew 
made from the cocconut 
milk itself. — 

It wasn’t. It was a 
fiery brandy made of 
sugar cane, which is 
placed in the coconut to 
ripen and to mellow, the coconut being 
buried for a number of months in the ground. 
They should have let it stay buried. 

It had a smooth taste, but lay like a fire- 
ball in the stomach, and two glasses of it 
was all a prudent man could stand. After 
that there was a soup of black beans, cooked 
for four days, and rice, and after that a 
main dish which I can neither pronounce nor 
spell. But it was made of smoked tongue 
and pig’s feet and the ears of cattle and the 
flanks. It sounds and looked terrible, but it 
tasted delicious. After it they served chick- 
en broiled in coconut milk, a very tooth- 
some dish. 

Years and years ago a French family, 
driven from Haiti by the revolt of the slaves, 
had come to Brazil and had started the 
plantation here and had become rich and 
powerful. And from my Brazilian friend, 
who knew the history of his country better 
perhaps than most of us know the history 
of our own, I learned a great many things. 
about the early days when Brazil was a 
slave country, and the aristocrats lived in 
splendor on their coffee fazendas, as the 
colonial South Carolinians lived in ‘splendor 
on their rice plantations, and the cotton aris- 
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tocracy lived, later on, in the days of Gone 
With the Wind. é 

The old Portuguese, ‘my Brazilian friend 
said, who owned and bossed a fazenda, was 
a patriarch who held, and some times 
exercised, the power of life and death over 
all who depended on him. 

He had, in effect, two families. There 
was his immediate family of his wife and 
his legitimate children as the core of the. 
family group, and then, on ‘the periphery, 
but part of the family in a way that an 
Anglo-Saxon can hardly understand, were his 
slaves. 

And he married for convenience, to link 
two family fortunes,.but he owed no fidel- 
ity to this marriage. His slave women, 
Negro and Indi&n, were his open and 
acknowledged mistresses, and the brightest 
of his mixed breed sons were educated by 
him. They inherited from him, equally with 
his legitimiate own. 

The result is that the. Portuguese of to- 
day is a man of many bloods. Which, as 
my Portuguese friend explained, though he 
himself seemed as white as I, was a natu- 
ral thing. For the original Portuguese was 
himself a mixture of Europe and of Africa, 
of Iberian and of Moor, and he had none 
of the Anglo-Saxon’s aversion to miscege- 
nation. 

For all that he had, by our standards, 
the morals of a mink, the old Brazilian 
must have been quite a man. He conducted 
himself with the utmost formality and de- 
manded unquestioning obedience from his 
young. 

But his word was law and his own mor- 
als were not allowed to soften his attitude 
toward his young. There is on record the 
case of one Dom Antonio Alieveira Leitao, 
who puts his own daughter to death because 
she waved a handkerchief out the window 
at her lover. 

It was a strange age, of mixed savagery 
and courtliness, and all that is left of it 
now is the ruins of an old house in the 
midst of a deep forest, and a place where 
strangers come to look and wonder what 
life was like in that old, far-off, nearly for- 


gotten time.

His Reasons

The 
muddy men in blue were getting tired of 
the long march and countermarch, Many of 
them were itching for a fight. 

Subjected to all those pressures, their. 
general decided to give them their chance. 
The long Confederate line was held by less 
than 55,000 men. It was bound to be weak 
in places. 

Besides, Joe Johnston wouldn't bé expect- 
ing a frontal assault. 

If he could breach the line near the cene- 
ter, he could turn on the divided wings, 
overwhelm Johnston’s forces and march on. 
to the railroad at Marietta. Atlanta would 
be as easy pickings as ripe blackberries in 
the hot June sun. |

Importance of Expressway 


To U.S. Cited by Official 


If the federal government didn’t think Atlanta's exnress- 
wav system was needed, the U. S. Bureau of Public Roads 
wouldn't be pouring millions of dollars into the expressway 
construction to match state and local funds, a government 


official said here Thursday. 

B. P. McWhorter. division en- 
gineer of the Bureau of Public 
Roads, said federal funds in ex- 
cess of $4,000,000, matching a Iifke 
amount of state funds, already 
have heen spent or allocated on 
portions of the expressway com- 
pleted or under contract. 

Furthermore. the federal govern- 
ment is ready to match additional! 
state funds to complete the ex- 
pressway svstem, McWhorter said. 
But to complete the expressway 
and its feeder routes, Atlanta and 
Fulton County voters must first 
approve the $12,700,000 express- 
way bond issue July 1. 

“It is quite evident,’’ McWhor- 
fer said. ‘‘that the Bureau of Pub- 
lic Roads not only believes in the 
Atlanta expressway but has quite 
a stake in it, both from a financial 
viewpoint and from a= standpoint 
of services rendered by its engi- 
neers. | 

“The Bureau of Public Roads,” 
he added. *‘has had an active part 
in the planning, design and con- 
struction of the Atlanta express- 
way at all stages since the idea 
was first conceived.” 

For years most persons have 
heen under the impression that 
federal highway aid was confined 
to routes between cities. 

Why is the federal 
now interested in 
way development? 

The answer is that 
Government has recognized 
need for traffic not only to 
from city to city but through cities 
as well. 

This larger concept of Federal 
participation in highway improve- 
ments was written into the High- 
way Act of 1944, incorporating ar- 
terial routes within urban areas 
as necessarily an element of a 
federal aid system nationwide. 

“Systems having these charac- 
teristics,’ McWhorter said, ‘‘pro- 
vide service for trans-city traffic 
and function as a primary trans- 
network within the urban areas.” 


Such a need would be obvious 
here in the event of another war, 
for, as McWhorter pointed ouf, 
there are now no circumferential! 
roads around Atlanta. 

“One has only to drive over the 
congested streets of Atlanta, es- 
pecially during hours of peak traf- 
fic. to realize something must be 
done.”’ the division engineer said. 

“Traffic congestion causes great 
economic loss of community life 
and distress due to accidents,” he 
added. ‘‘The most important step 
Atlanta can take to reduce traffic 
congestion is to complete. the 
north-south expressway.”
